Now Is The Time 


Have you a private swimming pool? No? Well, neither have 
we, but there are a few scattered in the Menlo Park and Atherton 
hills. 

Have you s little gcld fish pond? Well, yes, many of you are 
the lucky owners of these delightful bits of landscape decoration, 
even if we are not. 

Do you have any tin cans or other water containers in your 
yard? Any tree-holes, mud puddles, eave troughs holding leaves 
and water? In other words is there any water around your Place 
that is not potable? 

“Potable” (rhymes with notable) was a new word to us until 

* Richard H. Thomas stopped in to chat about the Aedes Dorsalis 
and various species of the Culex, the while he explained to us that 
their common enemy, the Gambusia Affinis possessed voracious ap- 
petites. 

To save your time we looked up potableit means drinkable. 
The question then becomes, “Do you have any water on your place 
that is not drinkable?” The other fancy terms are the names of 
mosquitos and of the little mosquito fish. 

Thomas’ tale is an interesting one, though he takes it as a seri- 
ous responsibility. The story goes:—Several years ago an initiative 
measure was presented to the voters of San Mateo County that re- 
sulted in the approval and formation of the Pulgas Mosquito Abate- 
ment District, stretching from Bay Meadows to San Francisquito 
Creek and from the western hills to the bay. Young Mr. Thomas 
fis the present superintendent of the district, and he knows his 
mosquitos,—their history, habits, habitats, and he knows the meas- 
ures to take for their abatement. 

‘We learned that the four stages in the life of a mosquito are 
egg, larva, pupa and the adult as we meet him or her. (We for- 
got to ask if both sexes bite.) Since no mosquito can reach ma- 
turity by any shorter route there are three stages in which to catch 
the critter before it can buzz. Eggs and larva may be eaten by 
birds and fish or come to grief in some Other manner, but the large 
percentage reach the active pupa or “wiggler” state and only con- 
tinual vigilance can defeat their transformation into the mosquitos 
they intended to become, 

Now dampness alone (in grass or foliage) will not suffice for a 
“wiggler,”—he must have water in which to wiggle. In cold weather 
he may extend his wiggling period to as long as three weeks or a 
month, In warm weather he can compress this part of his evolu- 
tion into six days. When he is ready to make the transformation 
from a swimmer to a creature with wings he stages one of the neat- 
est acts of Nature. He uses a small round portion of the pupa shell 
(from which he emerges) as a tiny raft on which to float until his 
wings get dry so he can take off on his own, It is for this reason 
that bird baths are not listed as mosquito breeding places,—the 
water is frequently changed and more frequently agitated so the 
fairy-like rafts are upset and the baby mosquitos drown. 

The officers of the Pulgas Mosquito Abatement District ask 
your cooperation. When breeding Places are located the destruction 
of the wigglers is not too difficult. Even if not in active use the 
swimming pool should be kept clear, or it should be drained and 
dried. Wigglers do not live in clean, pure water,—_they must have 
some organic matter. Eaves of houses, holding rain water and dead 
leaves, are a perfect environment for them, aS are old tin cans and 
other vessels containing water with some form of dirt or vegetation. 
One septic tank that is not kept sanitary can breed enough wigglers 
to send forth an army of mosquitos that will buzz around for a mile 
in all directions. 

Oil, said Mr. Thomas, is used only as a temporary measure where 
it is not possible to remove the water and dry up the area, but its 
use is very valuable in fields where there is not drainage and the 
water stands. 

If you have a fish pond (of any size) your best bet to combat 
the wigglers is to make a home for the Gambusia Affinis, men- 
tioned above. His better known name is American Top Minnow 
and his nick-name is Mosquito Fish. These little fellows will not 
interfere with your gold fish and (wonder of wonders) they adjust 
the degree of their multiplication to the size of their confines. 
They eat both larva and pupa,—hence no mosquitos come from their 
ponds. You do not even have to search for these fish or pay for. 
them as the Abatement board will make you a present of all you need 
to start the game going. 

Perhaps you are thinking, “Why bring all this up now; there are 
no mosquitos in January.” Says the wise Mr, Thomas, “In the lat- 
ter part of January and in February the Pests begin to hatch out 
rapidly in northern California.” 

We, the citizens of San Mateo County, voted for this project. 
Its funds all come from our county. Let us avail ourselves of its 
service, its advice and its free fish. Call for the Sanitary Section of 
the Health Department at the County court house. 


Portal To Portal 


“Portal to portal pay.” What a euphonious phrase! One wonders 
ks if its very rythm will not induce Congress (as its meets today) to 
\. give the issue priority rights. Or should it first attend to Bilbo? 

ince the Senate investigating committee has adjudged the sou- 
r<aenern senator to be “ethically and morally unfit to sit in the House” 
(regardless of whether his election be proved authentic) it will be 
intevesting to see if there are enough Democrats of this opinion join- 
ing forces with the Republicans to unseat the man. In any case he 

is but an individual “gone wrong” in @ world full of “grob.” 

But the “portal to portal pay” situation (with its billions of dol- 
lars of law suits for back compensations) is not a matter that con- 
cerns one man or one man’s political beneficiaries. It is a move- 
ment of gigantic proportions, involving millions of people, To de- 
mand back porta! to portal pay, as the C.1.0. unions are doing, seems 
too unreasonable for comment. The A-F.L. unions’ intention to in- 
corporate portal to portal pay in future contracts is but another 
measure to increase their daily wages. Their success in such wage 
arbitrations remains to be seen. 

But euphonious as the phrase sounds we find the portal to portal 
pay a prosaic idea. With this arrangement the moment a man en- 
ters his place of work he becomes a thing employed,—not an artisan 
whose labors are worthy of his hire but a hunk of flesh and blood 
holding the conviction that the world owes it a living, or so it too 
often appears. 

We approve the highest possible wages that employers can afford 
to pay, but we deplore the irresponsibility and the championed in- 
competency that are so obvious in the acts and the attitudes of many 
young workers today. 

Do they “get away with it,” which is their intention and their 
boast? We think not. But the pity is that these young people do not 
realize that they are but clipping their own wings. Too late they 
learn that the real compensations of Hfe come only from services 
honestly rendered.

The City Council has applied to 
the State of California for a grant 
of $28,937.74 to meet a portion of 
the cost of widening Santa Cruz 
Avenue between El Camino and 
University Drive.
